| had confirmed in the High-Prieſthood ) they might live | 

| ; hapoily 1n their own poſſeſſions : bur it they promiſed them+ 
ſelves new hopes, and thought that they ſhould gain 
much by innovations, they ſhould have him a Maſlterin- 
ſtcad of a Governour, and Hyrcanw a Tyrant inſtead ofa 
King: andCeſar, and the Romans bitter enemies inftead 
of Princes. ;' for that they would by no, means ſufter any

thing to be alrered, from what they had [ertled; "Bit" 4#- 
tipater perceivin; Hyrcanus tobe _ and idle, ' he ſetcled 
the ſtate of the Province as himfelf pleaſed, making his 
elder ſon, Phb2ſelns, Governour ' of ferauſalem, and the 
Countrizs acjoyning: and to Herod his ſecond fon, being 
then a very young man, he committed the care'of Gz1ilee, 

Herod being Prefed of Galilee, there was one Bſckias, a 
few, who aflociating to himſclt many other lewd per- 
ſons, exerciſed tiievery, and uſed ro make incurſions in- 
te Syriz in Troops: Theſe Herod purſued, andihaving ta- 
ken Eſekias, i2put hin; to Death, which fat of his gar 
him muc!: {4vour with the Syrians, which Province allo 
was thenunuzr iis Governinent. 


The violence, and bol4 narnre of Herod, who was defi- - 


rous of the T y:ranny,much terrified the Princes of the Jews, 
wheretore thev addrefied themſelves to + Hyrcanns, 
and oper::y acculed Antitarer, bat eſpecially they com- 
plained oi Heros for that hc hal put to Death Eſekias, with 
many others, without any Commiſtion from Hyrcanus, 
incontemptot their Laws, by which, no man ought to 
ſuffer; though never ſo: wicked, unleſs he were firlt con- 
demned by the Judges. The Mothers alfo of them that 
were killed, ceaſed not daily in the Ternple ro weary 
both the Kinz and the people with their continuail cxcla- 
marions, deliring that Her9d might be made to give an 
account of theſe his doings before the Sz ho 111Whercupon 
Hyrcanus moved herewith commanded H.rod to be called 
before the Councell, and to plead his own cauſe. 

Herod having ordered the affairs of Galilce as hethoughe 
beſt for his owa advantage, being torewarncd by his Father 
that he ſhould not come into the Councell as a Privare per- 
{on, he took with him a moderate, but yet 2a (ufh cient 
Guard : not too great, leaſt he ſhould terrific 1yrc 2395, 
nor too little, leſt he ſhould expoſe him'-it ro danger 
from the Judgement, When Herod thereforz preſented 
himſelf betore the Sarbedrim in his royall robes, and his 
Guard inarmes, they were all aſtoniſhed, neither durſt 
any one of them that acculed him in his abſence, now

advanced him to his dignity z hereupon he deliſted, judgs 
ing it (ufficient for his furure hopes that he had ſhewed to 
chart Nation of what power he was. 
Caſſins and Marcir, two Roman Generals, coming in-

»y, and young Ceſar. | 

Not long aiter Antipater (the Father of Herod ) was 
Feaſted at Hyrcanns his houſe, at which time, one Ma1i- 
chus corrupting the Kings Butler, poyloned Antipater, 
and preſently railing a band of Souldiers, ferzed upon the 
Governmen. of the City ot feryſulem, Phaſelns and He- 
rod being gricvoully oftended hereat, charged AM alichns 
with their Fathers death, which he ſtifly denied: Bat He- 
rod had a great mind preſently co revenge the murther, 
andro railc an Army for that purpoſe,, had not Phaſelrs 
interpoſed, who juciged it more meet to circumvent fas 
lichas by Policy, lcalt they ſhouid (cem to be the beginners 
of a civil war, and accordingly Pha/z/:s made as though 
he accepted of AM. lichus his juſtifacation, and believed 
that he was not guilty of his Fathers Death,and ſo bulicd 
himſelf in building a ſtately Monument for him. 

In the mcan while Herod coming to Samaria, and find- 
ing it inadeſpcrate eſtate by reaſon of their Civil diflen= 
tions, he appeaſcd the diſcords amonglt the Inhabitants 
and reſtored it to peace: and not long after, the Fealt of 
Penticoeſt approaching, he went to Ferulalem accompanied 
with ſome ſouldicrs, of whom 1Malichas being aftraid, per. 
{waded Hyrcanny not toſuffer him to enter, which Hyrcanns 
accordingly did, -alleadging that among(t the holy People 
that came'ro the Fealt, it was not lawfull to bring in a 
mixt multitude of prophane men. But Herod making 
{mall account of the prohibition, entred the City by nighr, 
and thereby mightily terrified Afalichns ; who, thercup- 
on, according to his wonted . diſhmulations, openly be- 
wailed with tears the Death of Antipater, as of his dear 
Friend: Aud it was judged meet by Herods Friends, that 
ne ſhould take no notice of this diſſimulation, but courte- 
ouſly again interaain Malichrr, 

Herod by letters certified Caſſins of his Fathers death, 
who very well knowing the temper of AMalichss, wrote 
back unto Herod to revenge the ſame, and ſecretly allo 
gave orderto the Tribunes that were at Tyre tobe aiding

"Coſfus afterward having taken the ity of Laodicea, Gover- 
nours came from every place,bringingCrowns aniPreſents, 
to him : and here Herod, expecting that Malichrs ſhould 
goc the like; intended to have him puniſhed tor the Mur- 
"ther of his Father: Burt Malichns had another delizn on 
foot, purpolſing, that whileſt C/irs was bulic in proſecu- 
ting the warre againſt 1. Anthory, to ſtir upthe Nation 
of the Jews to revolt fromthe &» mars, and todepolſe Hyr- 
canss, and get the Kingdometo himſelf ; Bur Herod being 
Politick and underſtanding of the treachery, invited him 
and Hyrcanms, with ſome other of their companions to

Nortly after Aztigonzs, the fon of Ariftobulus, Brother 
to Hyrcanns, invaded 74dea, being alililted by Prolomeigrthe 
fon of Menegrs, and Fabirs the Governor of D:maſcar, 
and Maſon, the Tyrant'ot the Tyriuns, who adhered to 
him for the hatred that he bore ro H-orvd, whom Herod 
meeting, when they had ſcarce entred the borders of Zdea, 
overcame t n Bartel), and dravethem thence, where- 
upon Hyrcanus honourcd him with Crowns, as {oone as 
he returned to Fernſalem : For he was already accounted as 
one of the Family of Hyrcanys, being ro marry Mariamnr, 
or Mary, the daughter of Alexander,zhe {onof Ariſtobulus, 
che Brother of Hyrcanrs, and of Alexandra, the daughter of 
Hyrcanus. | 

M. «Anthony having overcome Brutus and Caſſius, 
there met him Ambaſſies from all Nations in Bythiniaand 
amongſt the reſt ſome of the Rulers of the Jews, to accuſe 
Phaſelus, and Herod, alleadging that Hircanw ruled only 
in ſhew, bur in truth, allcthe power was inthe two Bro- 
thers : Yet Anthony highly honoured Herod, who was 
come thither to wipe off all thoſe obje&tions, whereby it 
came to paſle that his adverſaries were not ſo much as ad- 
mitted to ſveak with Anthony : and this Herod had obtains 
ed by his Bribes.

lite, Barzapharnes entertained them with a cheeretfull COUN- 
tenarcc, and beſtowed gifts upon them, bur watched an 
opportunity to intrap them : and ſo Phaſelxs was brought 
with his company to a place near the Sea fide called Ec. 
dippon 5 where Ophellus, a ric Syrian. underſtanding of 
the treachery intended againſt them, offered Ph :{c/#;lome 
ſhips to carry him away : But he unwillins to leave 
Hyrcanus, and his Brother Herod 1n danger, cxooltulare 
with Barz2pharies about the 1njary offercd to chem wito 
were Ambaſſadors, who {wore that theſe things were not 
true, and preſently went to Picorys. 

No ſooner was he gon, but Fjrcanus and Phaſe:

Herod having intelligence what had 
from Fe- happened to his Brotacr, taking with him ſuch forces as

dra, the daughter of Hyrcamms, and his youngeſt Brother 
Pheroras, with their ſervants, he privately by night crook 
his flight into [dumea. 
[n their journey, his Mother, by the overthrow of her 
Coach, was in great danger of death, and Herod, fearing 
leaſt the enemics ſhould overtake them whileſt they ſtayed 
He would there, drew, forth his ſword, thinkiug to kill himlſclt :

. The next day after Herod had fled from 7eruſzlem, the 


Parthians plundered the City, and the Kings houſe ; only Jeruſalem 
the Treafure of Hyrcanus which was three hundred Ta- Plunder- 
lents, remained untouched. A great part alſo of Herods ©* 
ſubſtance | which he had not carricd away with him, 

they ficzed upon 3- and not lacisfied therewith, they har- 
rafledall the rhe Country aiſo, and raſcd therich City of 
Mariſſa | :

Pha{elus Knowing that his death was determined, ppaſelus 
{ought to lay violent hands upon himſelf, but being hindred kills him- 
by realon ot his chains, he daſhed our his brains againſt a fell. 
ſtone: Yet betore he was quite dead, hearing by a wa- 
man that his Brother Herod was eſcaped, he greatly rejoy- 
ced that there was one left co revenge his death. The Par- 
thians, though they miſled of the women, which they 
molt of ail deltired, yet having ſertled all things at Fer»ſa- 
len with eAnti;ones, when they departed, took Hyrcanus 
along with them Priſoner 1nty P 2rchie. 

Herod not hearing of his Brother Ph.1ſzlus his death,went Herod flees 
to Mlchusgthe Ring of the Aribians [Nabatheans ] who to Malchus 
were obliged to him by many favours he had done them, bing of 
purpoting fo foone as polliblely he could torcdeem his a 2 
Brother tor three hundred Talents from the enemy : For 
which cauſe he carried along with him young Phaſelus, 
his Brthers Son; about ſeven years old, to leave him for 
a pledge with the Arabians : But there mer him ſome that 
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were ſear from Malchur, to-command him to depart 

from the bounds of his Kingdome, for ſo the Parthians 
had required : Yet he pretended that kedid ir by the re- 
queſt of hisNovle men, purpoling to cozen him of that great 
treaſure which his Father eAntipater had commitrted to 
his truſt, Herod taking this very heavily, turned aſide in- 
roacertain Icmple,where he had letr many of hisfollow- 
ers: but the next day, when he came to Rhinocorara he 
heard of his Brothers death, 

Malchas, upon ſecond thoughts, repenting of his ingra- 
titude, ſeat 1a all haſt after Herod : but the meſſengers 
could not overtake him: for he was gon farre on hisj our= 
ney towards Pelvfium, where the Marriners that were (ai- 
ling to Alexandria, refuſed to tak? him in. There, by 
the Magiſtrates. of che City he was honourably itertain- 
ed, and brought os) Cleopatra, the Queen, whoconld nor 
prevail with him to ſtay at that time, becauſe he was 
haſtening to R»me, though the fea was very tempeltuous, 
and as then the affairs in /r:/y were in no very good condi- 
tion, As he failed from A/exandriztowards Pham? h:1iz 
he met with a very great ſtorm, which made him caſt 
overboard much ot his ſubſtance, and fcarcely gor heto 
Rhodes, 

Art Rhodes two of his greatelt friends met him, $2p2inas, 
and Prolomens,and finding that the City had ſuftered -much 
in the warrc againſt Caſſizs, he could not be reſtrained, 
no not by his preſent poverty, but that he would do ſome- 
thing for it, even beyond his abilicy : After which he cau- 
ſed a Frigot to be built, and embarking himſelf with his 
Ericnds 11 it, he arftived at Brards ſium 1n Italy, and from 
thence went to Rome, declaring unto Af. Anthony thoſe 
things that had happened to himſelt and his Family, and 
that thorough many tempelts, and dangers he had retired 
unto him, as his oncly refuge, in whom all his hope lay. 

This Narration. moved compaſſion in Anthony ; re- 
membring allo his Fathers friendſhip cowards him, bur 
that which prevailed moſt, was the promiſe of a great ſum

trom Antigonns, Who in Herods abſence had beſieged his HerodiFa-- 
Family in 1afa4a, which place, though it abounded Ply bes 
with all orher k1ads of provition, yer it wanted water, fo heged. 
| that Joſeph; Herods Brother, wio commanded in chief 
| there, with two hundred of his friends intended to fly to 
the Arabians, tor that he heard that ©3Caulchns now re- 
panted him of his former ingratitnde rowards Herod : But 
the very night a great ſhore of rain falling filled their cj- 4 ſpecial 
ſterns, which mace him caance his purpoſe, and the next Foe

Pricits line, His men 
allo ſhooting valiantly from the Towers, drave the enemy 
trom the walls: and i/o ( who was beforchand bribed by 
Anticonzs ) uborned ſome of his Souldicrs to demand of 
Herd more proviſions, and larger pay, and to be with- 
drawn into commodious winter- quarters. The Army be- 
ng thus troubled, and begining to diſlods, Herod 1ntreated 
the © aprains, and Souldicrs of S:1's Army,that they would 
not cow forſake him, he being ſent both by Anthony, Ceſar, 
and the Senate, to take poilctiion of the Kinzdom , and 
withall he ſent 1nto all the Country, and brought in fuch 
ſtore of proviſions, that there was no occaſion for S;/-, and 
his Army tocomplain, He commanded his Friends alſo 
that inhabited about Samaria, that they ſhould bring to Fe- 
richo Corn, Wine,Oyl,Cattle,and other neceſlaries,that the

Aztigonns having intelligence hereof, ſent forth ſome +

Horte ; but when he came, being corrupted by Antigomes 
Wit mN2ngcy', NC woulcl ncews gu (211m, agal.ill Heyrods 
m1 uander a colour of oblcrving his actions: Bur Anutigge 
nt; (ulpccting himgdenica him admittance, and drave him 
away with llings, waherevoy he found that He-s4 had given 
him good counſell, and blamed himſfcit tor not following 
of it: whereupon heretyred to Emmazy, ang 1n his march 
killed all the Fews that came to hand, without diſtiation 
of friend or foe, being provoked by eAntigonus his dealing? 
At which cruelty Herod was much gricved,intending to go 
to Anth:ny, ant fayiaz, that he needed other manner of 
mcn than tnofe who dit hun more hure than his enemies, 
whereas of himfelt he was ableto ſuadue Artigonus : Bur 
AMetcherss overtaking him, 1.treued lim toftay, or it he 
was relolve.l to go on,yet art leaſt chart he would leave with 
him bis Brother f ſep, tht with their uaited forces they 
miz#he make war upon Anriommes. Thus atter much in« 
treaty he was reconciled t Af:comeras, and fo leaving his 
Trother 7 ſel with his Army, ie commanded him in his 
ablence.tat ac ſhouid nat pur a 1toihe hazard of a battail, 
buc himfelf haſted to 4nth.:y, whom he tound belieging 
© :927{:1t1, a City near to thc River Exphrates, and carried 
al» with him ſome Auxiliarics both of Horſe, and Foot, 
A11ny entertained him very honourably,a;ty much prai- 
{cd 1m tor his yalour. C 
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7oſezh, unmindfull of his Brothers command,” taking 
with him his own forces, and five Rowanxe Cohorts that 
were given him by Macheras, went towards Ferichs, pur- 
poling to reap the enemies Corn, now that it was ripe, and 
cacamped 1nthe mountains, becauſe the Romane Cohorts, 
were raw Souldicrs, moſt of them being lately taken up in 
Syria : yetthere he was circumvented by the enemy in the 
micddelt of thoſe taſtneſſes, and having loft fix Cohorts, he 
bimſelt valiantly fighting, was ſlain: Antigenus being 1n a 
rage, cauſed the dead body of 7-ſeph to be whipped, though 
Pheroras his Brother,oftered fifty Talents to have redeemed 
tAiter this loſs,the Galilezns revolting from their Gover- 
noucs,drowned thoſe that were of Herog's party inthe Lake: 
In Idumeaallo there were many intovayions, 

Anthony bavins mace PCacc with his cnemy, commar 
ded Cains Sofirr; to afliſt Herr againſt Antigione with two 
Cohorts: When Herodcame to Dipbnegthe Suburbs of 4: 
tioch, he heard of his Brother 7oſcbs death, which cauſed 
himto haſtca his journcy, and coming to Mount Lib an, 
he took thence with him eight hundred men, and one Co- 
horrt ofthe Romns,and lo came to Prolemais, from whence 
1n the night he paſſed with his Army through G/ilc: Here 
his enemics mer him, whom he overcame 1n fight.and for- 
ced them intothe Caſtle, from whence they had iflued the 
day before: Them he aſlaulted, but was compelled to deliſt 
by realon of the extremity of the weather, and to retreat 
into ſome neighbouring Villages : but upon the coming of 
another Cohort from 4»:h-»y, they in the Caltle were ſo 
aftrighted,that they torſook the ſame by night: Herod then 
haſtned to Feriche,purpoling to revenge his Brothers death: 
and being come thither, he teaſted his No'les,and the feaſt 
being ended, and his gneſts diſmifled, he rctired into his 
chamber, and preſently the room wherein they had ſup- 
ped,being now empty of company.fcll down without hurt- 
ing any, which made many tothink that ſurely Herod was 
beloved of God whe had ſo miraculouſly preſerved him. 

The next day fix thouſand of the enemies came down 
irom the Mountains to fight with him, and their _w 
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wihdarts and ones fo tertified the Royeans and ſorn 
of Herods Souldicrs that they fied, and Herod himſelt recei-

The Marriage ceremony being over, S»{us came with 
an Army of Hotle and Focr, berg lent by Anthony to the 
aid of Herod, and Herod allo took a great party with him 
trom Samarizto feruſilem; lo that che whole Army being 
come togerher, coniilted ot.eleven Legions of 1 oor, :od fix 
thouſand Horle, beltdes che Sy-i 1 Auxiharies which were 
very many, and fo thcy pitched on the North {ide of the 
City. Over this great Army were two Generals, © *:w:,2n 
Herod, who ourpuled ro cGilplace Antigone aSAncencemy to 
the people of Koz:r, and to citabiiſh Herod 11 the Kingdom 
according to the Decrce ot rhe Senate. 

The Jews betog gathered together out of the whole 
Country, aud ſhut up withinthe Walls, made a valiant re- 
{i{ſtance, boaſting much of the Temple of the Lord, and ſay- 
ing, that the Lord would nor torlake his people in the time 
of danger. By ſecret fallies alſarthey burnt up, and ſpoiled 
all provition without the City beth for 'Man and Horſe, 
whereby the beſtegers beganto be pinched : But Herod pro- 
vided againſt their excuriions, by placing ambuſhments in 
convenient places, an.l ſending parties to fetch in proviſion 
trom afar oft, ſo that in a ſhort time the Army was well 
furniſhed with all necctlaries, 

By rcaſon of the multitude of workmen the three Bul- 
works were ſoon finiſhed,it being Summer time,(o that no 
untemperatenefs of weather hindered them : and with his 
Engins Herod often battered the Walls, -and left nothing 
unaſlayed:bur the beſicged fought valiantly,and were eve- 
ry way as aftive and (ubtile to make void his endeavours; 
' often {allying forth,and firing their works, both thoſe that 


. were finiſhed,and others that were but begun, and comins 


to handiſtrokes with the Romans, they were nothing inte- 
riour 
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riourto them butwoly in Martial skill. 
The Sabbaticall year now coming, brought a famine 19- A Fawine

This Alex.124-4 the Davghter of Hyrc r:8:5,thew ie of 4- 
lexander, the S909 of .4-; 16þ1ttsy and Mother tn Law of H.- 
rod gtoUk 113 11] part;zior that Ariobr'n; her Son, and Brother 
of Marianne was negleed, and another trom a lirange 
place ſhonld be made High-Prieſt : whereupon ſhe wrote 
to Cleopatra Queen of Fgyprand Anthonics Varling, that ſhe 
would -procure the High-Pricithood of Anthony for ber 
Son. Cleopatrancgletted her requiſt;but ſhortly aiter,D+-/- 
lins airiend of Anthonies coming 1nto Zerg; erfwaded her 
to ſend the Pictures of her Son Aritobzlur, and of her 
Dauzhtcr 
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ater Mariamne to Anthony, who then would deny her 
norhnfg:This ſhe aſſented rogand ſent them by De!/ins,who 
rold Anthony that they ſecmed rather to be of a Divine 
than of a humane race, 

Anthony was much inflamed herewith,yer thought it un- 
decent roſend for a Lady that was married to Herod, ſhun- 
ning alſo the Fwaloulic of Clesparrz : whereupon he wrote 
to Alexandra to {end her Son to him under ſome honeſt 
pretence : Bur theſe thinzs coming totheears of Herod, he 
thought it not ſafe that Ari/iob/ur, now 1n the flower of 
his age, being bur fixteen,ſhould be ſeat to Anthony,the moſt 
potent mai amongſt the Romans, and v2ry much given to 
his jults. Wher-toce he wrote back, that if the youth did 
bur {tep out of rhe Kingdom, all the Country would be up 
in Arms; the Jews hoping tor (ome 1nnovartions under a 
new Kinz, and by this means he ſatisfie] Anthony, 

Herd being continually moleſted with the intreaties of 
his Wife Meriimne, that he would give the High-Prieſt-

fore provided rwo Coffi1s, one tor her ſelf,the other for her 
Son, commanding her {crvants that were privy to the plor, 
ro carry them out by night, and to convey them to a Ship 
that was ready preparcd to carry them into Egypt, This 
bulineſs e/&ſspr,, one of her {crvants, blabbed ro F 1bbation, 
a friend of Alex ders, ſu>poling that he had known all þe- 
forc: which as ſoon as $2bb.,tivn knew,though {itherro he 
was an cnemy of Herods, as being fulpeted ro have been 
inthe plot of poiſoning his Father Antip.ccr, be took this

The Feaſt of Tabernacles being now come, the new 
High-Prieſt Ari/tobzlus, being jult paſt ſeventeen years old, 
was to offer Sacrifice according to the Law,and being clad 
to his Pontificall attire,he came to the Altar,and pertorm- 
ed the Ceremony with all decency, whoſe excellent beau- 

: ty and ſtature,being higher than was uſuall for his age,and 
ek exp carrying in his countenance the honour of his Linage, drew 
noared, the eycs,and love of all the multirude upon him, every one 

; calling to mind the worthy, and memorable actions of his 
Grandfather Aritob=lus, and therefore, as overcome with 
affetions towards him, they were ſo overjoyed that they 
could not contain themſelves, but openly prayed for him, 
and wiſhed him all joy, and that more freely than was 
meet in thoſe jealous times under ſuch a King, proclaiming 
openly both. the memory, and thanks that they owed to 
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che Famely for all the benefits they had received from it, 

As ſoon as the Feaſt was ended, A4ri/tobulrs was enter» 
tained at a Banquet by his Mother Alexandra : Herod alſo 
pretended favour to him, and enticed him into a conveni- 


cat place to {port with him after the manner of young men, 


and whenthey were hor, and weary, and letz their (port, 
they walked our to the Fiſh- Ponds, which were near che 
Count totake the freth arr, where alſo they beheld (ome of 
the (crvants that were {wiumming : At laſt by the perlwa- 
fion of Herod, Aritobxius undreit himlſelt and went in a- 
mong(t them: Then they,who were {uborned by Hersd,as 
ir were 4n {port and jelt, ducked him as he was {wiming, 
holding h:m under water, and never left off rill rhey had 
drowned him. I his was the end of ArijtolLulus in the cigh- 
reeuth year of hisage, and 1n the firſt year of his High- 
Prieitiico.!, which inumediatly returned to Ananelus. 

T ac reporc of theſe things comingtothe Women, they 
wereall on an uprorc,and did nothing but weep,and howl 
overthec boy of the young man: Yea ſorrow overſpread 
the waole City, every one bewatling the calamity as 1t 1t 
had bcen his own: But Herod endeavoured by all means to 
make the people belicve as 1t1t had taln out by chance with- 
out [11s privity,not only teigning ſorrow, but tears and grief 
al{o:and chat he might the more comfort the Women, he 
buried the boc'y 1a a molt magnificent manner, being li- 
berall co prodigality 19 adorning hisMonument, and in 
pertumes,aad other yrecious things. 

But his Mother Alex nr i,knowtns the treaſon, though 
ſhe was oft reaty to lay violent hands won herſelf, yet 
repreſied her paſſion, feeming nor ro be ſuſpicious, till an 
opportunity of revenze might offer it (elf, 

And ſhortly after ſhe wrote to C!copatra of the treachery 
of Herodand ef the Iamentable death of her Son, Cleopatra 
piity:ng her misfortune, took a particular carc of thi- bult- 
nels, as it it had been hcr own, and never reſtce! trom ver- 
{wading 4:/0%y torevenge the young mans death ; telling 
him that it was anunpardonablecrime, thathe who by 
his help, enjoyed a Kingdom that was anothers right

Herod Hered,durins t':2 tim: of tis abſence committed the care

nb, DIM nth; - foud do him any miſchiet,he ſhould 


preſent Put 1113 VV ite Alrrizmne to dcatn, pretending that 
he fo icycd tier, that he ſhould cſtcem it a great wrong if 
avy bin himſelt taonld enjoy her beaucy,yea though It was 
aircr h15 Death, 

\Vhen Hero/came to Anthony, he fo appealed him with 
rich preſents that he brought on purpeſe with him from 

ut cleer- Jeruſalem, and by his ircquent conterences with him, thar 
ed by is afterwards Cleopatra's inf{tigations prevailed little : For Ay- 
_—_— thoxy (aid, that it was not ht that a King ſhou'd be accoun- 
rable tor his aftions,other wiſe he woult! ceaſe to be a Kin: : 
For having once given him the honour, the Irce exercile 
of his Kingly power was to be admitred unto him, He told 
{ leopatraalſo,that it was not fit tor her too much ro meddle 

with other mens matters. 

During Herods abſence, Joſeph governing the Kingdom, 
he had occaſion many times to converſe with Aſarianmne, 
partly upon buſineſs, and partly to do her honour, and in 
their diſcourſes there was often mention made how much 
Hered loved her, which diſcourle was laughed at by the 
La4ies,eſpecially by Alexandra:But he was carried on with 
{uch a defirc of proving the Kings love rothem, that he 
rold them what private command the King had given 
him, ſuppoſing this was an infallible argument of his love, 
becauſe he could neither endure to live without her, nor 
in death to be diljoyned from her : bat the Ladies were nor 
of his mind, rather abborring the Tyranny of Herod, who, 
though he were dead,yet would he ſcek their lives. 

Preſently after a rumour was ſpread about the City, 
that eAntbony had put Herod to death, which mnch trou- 

bled all the Court, «ſpecially the Ladies : whereupon Alcx- 
audr 6 
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«ndra per{waded 7eſeph; that,taking them along with him, 
he ſhould fly rothe Reman Legions thar lay betore the Ci. 
ry under the command of the I ribune Jzl;xs,ſo that if any 
rrouble aroſe in the City, they might be ſecured by the Ro- 
mans : adding,thart ſhe hoped it Aſariamne came but once to 
che fight of Anthony, ſhe might obtain any thing of him, 
yea, even the Kingdom, with whatſoever belonged to the 
R oyall Famely, ' 

\Vhileſt theſe things were under Cebgfegthrtre came Lets 
ters from Herod, which daſhed all, fign#fying how Anthony 
lad honoured him both 1n the publick A4ſez:blies, and in 
inviting himto his Feaſts, and thar,during the accuſations 
of Cleopatra: fo that he feared her nor tor the time to come, 
>: hoped ſhortly to return to them, Anthony having given 
{ w/0ſyriz unto Cleopatra inſtead of Judea, upon condition 
char ſhe ſhould not hereatter demand 7x4, nor trouble 
him any further abont that bultacls, 

As {oon as thele Letters were received, the {pecch abour 
flyinzto the Romans vaniſhed, bur yet their debate abour ir 
was not hid;For as ſoon as Herod had brought Ahony part 
of his way againſt the Parthians, he returned into Zxderand 
immediatly his Siſter S:/ome, and his Mother (pra told 
hin what Alexandra*s counſel was ; neither was [he here- 
- with contemed, but ſhe accuſed her Husband Foſeph,as if he 
had been too familiar with 2ariamne : and this ſhe did our 
of an old grudge, becauſe the Queen (a woman of an high 
fpirit ) 1n their womanly brabblcs, had upbraided her with 
her obſcure birth. 

Mariamne by her Oath aflnred Herod of her chaſtity, 
who told her again how much ke loved her;but ſhe replied, 
that it was not the part of a lover, to command that if he 
{ied,ſhe ſhould be put to death alſo. Herod judging that this 
ſecret could never be known, except ſhe had committed 
adultery with 7o/eph, had much ado to refrain from killing 
her immediatly : but love overcoming his paſlion, he re- 
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frained;yer did he command e/eph to be put ro death with- 3,/:4þ pur 
out ſuffering him to plead for himſelf, Alexandraallohe to death.

got the better, and after continuall skirmiſhes, torced the overcoms

nochcr,they lolt inall ive thouſand men : the relt were be- ** 
tepcd in their Camp, and extreamly wanting water, they 
{cnt Ambaſſadours to Herod, who would not admit of 
them,and was more cager upon them for oftering bur filty 
Talents for their freedom : "They being parched with con- 
tinuall chirſt, came out of their Camp by great companies, 
cftering themſclves to the Fews, by which means they took 
hve thouland of them in fivedays:and at laſt thereſt in the 
Camp came out to fight ; but deſpairing of any good [uc- 
cels,there fell of them 19 the firſt conflit about ſeven thou- . 
{and more. By this overthrow the courage ofthe Arabians 
was tamed,and Herod was declared Governour of that Na- 
tion,and ſo returned home with great Glory.

availed nothing. Whercupon he caſt off the care of his 
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Kingdom, and ſo far. gave up himſelf to ſorrow, tharhe® 
would bid his ſervants call Afariamney as though ſhe were *

As Herod was thus tormenting himſelf, there came a 


' great Plague, which ſwept away a great part both of the 


Nobility, and Commons, every one judging: that this 
Plague wasſent by God for the unjuſt death of the Queen. 
The Kings diſcontents being increaled heteby,he ar lalt hid 
himſelf 1n a ſolitary Wilderneſs under a pretence of hunt- 
ing; where ſtill afflicting himſelf, he fell incoa great ſick- 
neſs, which was accompanied with an inflammation and 
oreatpain 10 his neck, fo that he began to rave ; nearer 
could any applications caſe him, but rarker made the di- 
ſcaſe more painiull, ſo that thoſe avout him b:52n to de- 
ſpair of his life : and his Phyſicians, partly becouſe of the 
ſtubborneſs of the diſeaſe, and partly becauſe 11 ſo great 
danger therc was not any free eleCtion of dict, they gave 
himlcave to cat whatſocver he would. 

Herod lying thus {1ck 11 Samaria, and Aler any being 
at feruſalem, ſhe endeavourcd to ger the two Caltles oi the 
City into her hands, the one adjoyning to the Temple, the 
other ſituate 13. the City : For which end ſhe (ollicited rhe 
Governours of themto deliver them up unto her,and to the 
Children of her and Maria ne, leſt that Herod being dead, 
they ſhould be ſeized upon by others : But they who had 
ever been faithſull to Herod, were now much more diligent 
in their Office, both out of an hatred of Alexandra,and be- 
cauſe they thought it a great offence to deſpair of the re- 
covery of their Pcince. Hereuponthey preſently ſent mel- 
{engersto Herod,to acquaint him with Alexandra's attempt, 
who thereupon commanded her to be flain. Art length o0- 
vercoming his Cilcaſe, he recovered his ſtrength both of 
body and mind, but grew (o cruell,that upon the lealt occa- 
fion he was ready to put any one to Death, 

Salome, Herods Silter, having been married to C:ſſaborns 
an /dumeanga difference now ariting betwixt them,ſhe,con. 
trary tothe cuſtom of the Fews, ſcnt him a Bill of Divorce, 
and came away to her Brother Herod, telling him that ſhe

Herod in the cightecath year of his Reign, propounded 


huileche to the Jews his building che Temple at Jeruſalem, whom 
leat when he ſaw troublcd leaſt, when he had pulled down the 
alem. 01d, he ſhould not be able to finiſh a new one, he told 
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them, that the old Temple ſhould remain whole as it was, 
tilt all the materials neceſſary for the new Fabrick, ſhould 
be fully prepared : neither did he deceive them for he pro- 
vided a thouſand wagons to carry ſtones, and he choſe 
out of all theArtificers ten thouland that were the moſt ex- 
aifite workmen, and a thouland Prieſts, clothed in their

Indeed the building of the Temple under Zorobabet be- 
- gan in the firſt year of the Monarchy of Cyr», and after 
tome interruptions, was finiſhed in twenty years ſpace, 
viz, inthe flixth year of Dariz.. Hytaſpes: but the magnifi- 
cent building of 18. begua by Herod at this time was fi- 
niſhed in nine years ſpace and an hall : and truly the riches 
ol Herod alonc,were not {ufficient to pertet ſo magnificent 
aſtruQturebut all the holy treaſures of many ages,that were 
ſcrit tothem from all the parts of the world to feruſalem, 
were {peat about it. 

Not long after Herod ſct {ail for 1ta/y, toſalute Ceſr,and 
toſce his Childrcn at Rome, and as he paſſed through Greece, 
he was, not oaly preſent at, but Jadg of the Olywpickexct- 
ciles , where,obſerving that rhey did not anſwer the reſort 
that was to them, through the poverty of the Elienſes, he 
beſtowed towards them an yearly revenew, that ſo their 
Sacrifices might be made the more ([plendid, as alſo other 
things that tended to the gracing ot ſo great a mecting : For 
which bounty he was declared perpetuall Judg of thoſe 
excrcilcs, 

\Whea he came to Rowe, Ceſar intertained him courte- 
oully, and delivered to him his Sons ſufficiently inſtrufted 
in the Liberal Sciences, and fo fram thence he went into 
G al ati4» 

Ar }ernſalem, by the diligence of the Prieſts, the building 
of the Templeproperly lo called, that contained the Holy, 
and the Holy of Holics, was finiſhed in a year and an halt ; 
during which time, it is reported that it never rained inthe 
day time,but only in the nights : and in thecighr years fol. 
lowinggthe Porches, the Ranges, and the reſt of che buil. 

dings about the Temple were all finiſhed, 

When Alexander,and Ariftobulm were returned into 71s 
dea,and had gained all mens love,sSalome the Siſter of Herod, 
and her Faction, fearing that at ſome time or other they 
would reveng their Mothers death, caſt out a rumour a- 
mongſt the people, thatthey hated their Father, becauſe he 
had cauſed their Mother to beflaigs Bar He 
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2 pon) no ill, uſed them with all Honour, as they deſerved: 


and becauſe they were now grown to menseſtate, he pro- 
videdtthem \Vives: for Alexander, Bernice,the Daughter of 
Salome,and for Ariſtobulns,Glaphira, the Daughter of Arche- 
lausche Kingof the Cappadecians. 

Then Herod hearing that Agrippa was again come'into 
Aſia, he went to him, and begscd of him that he would 
come into his Kingdom as to his Friend,and Gueſt ; andas . 
he came, he entertained him in all rhe Cities that he had 
newly built, ſewing him the publick buildings, and pre- 
ſenting, both to himſelt and frienls all kind of delights 
which might ſet forth his magniticence, ar Shae, and the 
Port of Ceſarca, and 1n the Cattlcs of Alexandrion, Herogion, 
and Hyrcania, He brought him alſo into the City of Fery- 
ſalem,where all the People met him in their belt, and Feſt. 
yall attire,and with acclamations of joy: Agrippa ailofacri- 
ficed an Hecatombe to God, and feaſted the People ; and 
thongh he would williogly have ſtayed longer there, yer, 
fearing ſtorms, the Winter now drawing on, he haſted to 
ſail ioto ?oni«,both he and his Friends having been honou- 
red with great preſents by Herod, 

Asſoon as the Spring came, Herod hearing that Agritps 
was going with an Army to Befþhorxs, made haſt tro mcet 
him, and taking his way by Rboges,and Chios, he came to 
Lesbosthinking there to find him:But Agrippa being driven 
back by contrary North-wiads Herod {tated at Chios, to 
whom many came privately to falute him, upon whom 
hebeſtowed many princely gifts, and when he perceived 
that the Gate of the City that was thrown down 1n the 
War againſt Methridates, as yet lay burycd in its ru» 
ins, and that by reaſon of the poverty of the Inhabitants, 
it could not by them be reſtored to its former beauty and 
greatneſs, he beſtowed upon them ſo much mony as 
would abundantly ſuffice to finiſh ir, and exhorted them 
to haſten the reſtoring of their City to its former beauty, 
and grandure. 

Asſoon, asthe wind ſerved, he lefr Chirs, and failed ro 
Hjtilene,, and {rom thence to Byzantium,. and' there un- 
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derſtanding that Agrippa had alrcady paſled the Cyanian 
Rock,he followed h1m with all (pced,and overtook him ar 
$inopi, a City in Pont»s, where, beyond Agrippa's expeCta- 
tion, he arrived with his Navy:His coming was very grate- 
full rohim, and they embraced cach other with {tngular 
afteQtion, Agrippa looking upon It as an evident argument His love 
of his fidelity and friendſhip,that leaving his manifold oc- to 4grippa 
ca{ions, he would come to him 1n ſo lcafonable a time, 
W herctore Herod iti]] abode with him in the Army, was 
companion with him in his Jabors, and partaker of his 
counlel+s:'4e was allo preſent with him when he went to be 
merry, and wasthe only man that he uſed in difficult mat- 
ters, for the love that he bore unto him, 
Az rippa baving forced the B1ſphorans to Jay down their 
Arms, 11 his whole journey thorough many countrics and 
Cities, he gratified Hercd| 1n many things, and at his in- Agrippees 
treaty, relievedthe neceſſities of many : If any ane need- love to 
ed an interceflor ro Agripp:, Herod was the only min, by im 
whom he could obtaunhis ſuit and affilted many in what. 
ſoever they had need of. 
Whenthey were come into Jniz, a great multitude 
of Jews that 1nhabited that Country, complained of the 
great injuries that they ſuffered from the Fonians, who 
would not permit them to live after their own Luaws, bur 
that upon their Feſtivall days, they haled them betore their 
Tribunals, and forbad them to ſend holy money to fer«ſa- 
cm,which alſothey perverted to ſecular affairs,contrary to 
the priviledges granted them by the Romans * Herod took Herods fa- 
carc that Agrippa ſhould hear rhcir complaints, and alloy- Ywr_t0 
ed them Nicholas Damaſcone, one of [11s [rienus, fo vlead ay Ar 
their cauſe, which when he had larzely performed before 4 * 
griz>z ( many honourable Romans, and ſome Kings and 
Princes being preſent ) the G recians denyed the thing, ex- 
culinz theraſelves that the Jews were troublelom to 
them : Butthcy on the contrary proved thatthey were 
freeborn Citizens, and that they lived accordinz to their 
own Laws without injuring of any;wheretore 4grippa an» 
{wcred,that both for his friend Hero's lake, as alſo becaule 
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that which they demanded was juſt, he would gratifie 
them therein: He ordered thergtore that the priviledges 
which were formerly granted them, ſhould remain invio- 
lable, and that none ſhould moleſt them for living after 
their Country Laws, "Then Herod roſe up, and gave him 
thanks in the name of them all : and (ſo atter mutuall em- 
braces, they took their leave caci of other, and departed 
from Lesbos, | 

Herod ina few days after, having a proſperous gale;arri- 
ved at Ceſare, and from thence went to Jeruſalem, where, 
calling all the people together, he gave them an account ot 
his journey, and told them what immunities he had pro- 
cured for the Jews in Aja; and to win them the more to 
his friendſhip, he profctied that he would remit to them the 
fourth partot his I ribute ; with which bounty they being 
exceedingly taken, wiſhed him all happineſs, and departed 
with great Joy, 

Preſently after his return,he was greatly incenſed by the 


cenſed a- falſe accuſations and artifices of his Siſter Saleme, and his 


Brother Pheroras, againſt his two Sons that he had by X4- 
riamne, Alexandergand Ariilobulus: whereupon to takedown 
their ſpirits, he began to uſe them more hardly, an4 pub- 
lickly he put hopes of the Kingdom into his Son Antipater, 
whom he begat when he was a private man, his Morher 
alſo being a woman of mean parentage, whom formerly 
he had baniſhed the City: in favour to his two other Sons, 
and writing often unto Ceſ:r for him privately, he gave 
him great commendations: and atthe intreaties of An:ipa- 
ter, he recallcd alſo his Mother Dorzs, whom he had put 
away when he married CMariimne, . 

Agrippxafer his ten years Government 16 A/a, being 
now to depart, Herod ſailed to ſalute him, taking with 
him of all his Sons only Antipater, whom hedelivered to 
Agrippa with many gifts, to be carried to Rome, and to be 
brought into [eſars favour. 

' Antipater was much honoured at Rome, being commen- 
ded to all his Friends by his Fathers letters: and rhough 
he was abſent, yer deliſted he not by writing to moves is

and bcing brought into the marketplace of Rome, Auguſt ms 
commended him in a Funcrall Oration. ; 

Herod being now inccnlſed a. ainſt his.Sons, Alexander ##7'd ac- 
and Ariftobulwyhe ſailed with them to Rome to accule them —_ _ 
betore Auguſftw, and not finding him there, he tollowed 
him as far as Aquileia, betore whom he accuſed them of 
treachery againſt him ;bur the young men (atisfied all that ' 
were preſent by their Apology tor themſelves mixed with 
prayers and tears, {othat they were reconciled to their 
Facher:After which, giveing thanks uatoCeſr,they depar- 
red rogether,and with chem Antipater allo, who pretended 
much joy that they were received into favour again, 

A few dayes after Herod gave ('eſar three hundred 
Talents, and again Ce/zr gave him halt the revenues C4/ars fa 
of the metrall Mines 1 Cypr, and the other halt alſo he 7799 
committed to his overſight, and having honoured him 
with other gifts of Hoſpirality,he gave him leave to chooſe 
which of his Sons he pleaſed to be his ſucceflor, or ithe lt- 
ked it bercer ro divide his Kingdom amongſt them, which 
when he was about ro do, {Ceſar told him thathe would 
not ſuffer but that he ſhould have his Kingdom during his 
life in his own power, as well as his Sons, 

In Herods abſence there was a rumour ſpread in Fzdes 
that he was dead, whereupon the Trachonires revolting, fell 
to their old trade of thieving; but by the 4iligence of his 
Captains that he had left in his Kingdom, they were {ub- Thieves 
dued, and forty of the Chict of them, being terrified by ſubdued. 
the puniſhment of thoſe that were raken, left their coun- 
tryand fled into, Arabia Nabathea, where they were in- 
rertained by Sileus ( who wasan enemy to Herod, becaule 
he had denyed him his liter $4lomero wite ) wao gave 
them a place to dwell in that was well fortified.

had been greatly in love with his Wife G/aphyra : for both 
which Herod was highly diſpleaſed with him,

being increaſcd to the number of a thouſandyghegan to waſte 
bori ficlus, and villages, cutting the throacs of all that fell 
into their hands;wheretore Herod demanded thoſe Thicves 
to be delivered over to him, and witaall,required the lixcy 
Talents that he had lent 0b:4.45 upon 5y/lexs his (ecurity, 
who had thruſt 0bo/as from the Government,and now ru- 

led all himfelt : Bur Sy/eus denied that the Thieves were in 

Arabia,and deferred al{o to pay the mohey; whereupon the 

bulineſs was debated before S aturninusand IV, olumnius, and 

in concluſion it was determined by them; that within thir. 

ty daycs (pace, both the money ſhould be repaid, and the 

runawayes of both Countrics ſhould be delivered up, and 

Sylleus [wore by the Fortunc of Ceſar before: the Preſidents 

of $yria,that he would pertorm what was enjoyned. 

But when the time was expired, Syllews being unwilling 
to ſtand to the agreement, went to. Rome : and inthe mean 
time Herod, by the permiſfon of Saturninusand Polunmins, 
co puniſh thoſe obſtinare people,raifed an Army, entred 4- 
rabia, and marched as far in three days as they uſed te do- 
in feaven; and when he came to the Caltle where the

Abont this time 0bodas, King of Arabia Nabathea dyed, 
and one e/Eneas lucceeded him,who changed his name into 
Aretas; which Syevs hearing of at Rowe, endeavoured by 
tajle accuſations to have him thruſt from the Kingdom,and 
to get 1t to himſelf, beſtowing much money upon the 
Courticrs,and promiſing great things unto Ceſar,whom he 
knew to be oftended with Aretas, tor afluming the King-

At Rome Nichol.u Damiſ:ene joyned himſelf tothe dra 
Liar 5that cam: tuaccule Sy/ams, profeiling that-he was his 
acculcr allo velcore Arg, and not Herods detender, and 
this he did, leit he ould be repulſed as others had been 
before him. When by this mcans he-had gotten acceſs into 
Caſars preſence, he mndeed laid open many of Sy/lews his 
crimes, and withail added, that Ceſar was circumvented 
with his lies in the caule of Hered, which he confirmed by 
certain authentick records: This fo prevailed with Ce 
that he condemned Sy!cw, and remanded him intothe 
Province, that when he had ſatisfied rhe debt, he might 
be puniſhed. 

From rhis time Aur uſt us was reconciled to Aretar, and 
and Herod, and then reccived the Preſents that before he 
had ſo often rcj:&ed, and confirmed the Kingdom ofthe 
Arabians to Ar:tas, He adviſed Herod allo by his letters, 
to call a Councel of his Friends at Berytzs, and joyning the 
Preſidents of Syria, With i«Archelanr, the King of Cappads- 
cizzby their joynt advice toderermine of the buſineſs abour 
his Sons. 

About this time the Angel Gabriel ( who long before 
had foretold toDanie! the coming of the Meſſias by a certain 
number of wecks)) appeared at the right tide of the Altar 
of incenſe to Zachary the Prieſt, of the courſe of Abia, tel- 
ling him, thar there ſhould be born to him now in his old 
age, his wile £1:z2beth allo being well ſtricken in years 
and barren, a Son called fobn, a Nazarite, and the fore- 
runner of the Lord, in the ſpirir, and power of Elia : 
which he not believing was made dumb, Lyk.1 5,22, 

Herod having received eAnguſftus his letters, rejoyced 
excecdingly, both becauſe he was returned into his favour 
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2nd for-that he had granted him power to do what he 
would with his Sons, and hereupon he convened by melſ- 
fengers all thofe that (eſ:r had appointed, to Berythas, EX= Herod pro- 
cept only Archelaus, and kept bis fons not far fromthe cures his 
place, ina City of the $:49nr4ns : and the Caſe beivg open- m__ to be 
ed, Saturninss, One that had been Conſul, delivered his o og 
opinion, but moderated with circumſtances, that Herods = 
Sons were to be condemned, but not to be put todeath:At- 
rer him, his three Sons that were his Lieutenants, delivered 
their opinions to the fare purpole : But Yelumnins pro- 
nouaced that they were to be *puniſhed with death, whoſe 
opinion the mor part followed : and fo the Councei being 
ended, Herod took his Sons with him, and meeting with

' The Life of Herod the Great 


It happened that 2intilins Varus, was the ſamerimear 
Jeruſalem, being lent as Succeſſor to Sarurninw into $ ris 
and then called thither by Herod to afliſt him with his 
counſell in thoſe h1s weighty-attairs, As they were fitting 
both together, 1n comes Ant;pater not knowing any thing, © 
and in his purple garment that he uſed to wear,emring the 
Pallace ; but himſclt being entred,the Guards ſuffered none 
of his followers to come 11 with him : As he was coming 
near, b1s Father thruſt kim from him, reproaching him 
with the murther of his Brethren, and his intention of poi- 
{oning his Father, telling 1m chat the next day Farms 
ſhould hear, and determine ail things berwixt them, ani} 
accordingly the next day,* /'azu:, and the King, fitting in 
Judgement, his Father h1mfeit firſt began the accuſation, 
and left the proſccution,and confirmation thereof ro his old 
Friend, Nicholas Damaſceze, one that knew all the bulinels, 
and when Antipater could not clear himlelf from rhe 
crimes obj-Cted again(t him, Yrs commanded the poiſon 
that he had ptepared tor his Father to be brought torth, 
which being given to a condemned man,killed him imme- 
diately : after which Yar» role from the Council, and the 
next day went 10 Amntivchia: but Herod caſt his Son into pri- 
ſon,and ſignified ſo much by letters to Ceſar : ſending allo 
meflengers, who by word of mouth might acquaint him 
with the curſed treaſon of Antipater, 

As theſe mcflengers were polting to Rome, Herod fel] 
fick,and made his w4/, Icaving his Kingdom to his young- 
eſt Son, Herod Antipas, being exaſperated againſt histwo 
clder Sons, 4ichelaus, and Fhilip, by the falle accuſations of 
Antipater. 

9udasthe lon of Sariphens,and Matthias, the ſon of Mar- 
galothus,two of the moſt learned of the Jews,and beſt Inter. 
preters of the Law, knowing that the Kings fickneſs was 
incurable, perf{waded {ome young men, that were their 
Scholars, to throw down the Golden Eagle that was ſet u> 
by Herod, over the great gate of the Temple ; who accor- 
dingly, going up at noon day, pulled and hewed down 
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. Tempic,and beholding it: which as ſoon as it was told the 


Captaia, he came with a ſtrong band of ſouldiers, and laid 
hold upon, ſome forty of the young men, together with 
their Maſters,and brought them to Herod: Thele conſtantly 
detending what they had done, Herod commanded them to 
*be bound,and {cot them to Jericho: Then calling for the Ru-» 
ters of the Jews, into whoſe Aflembly he was brought ina 
Licter, by reaſon of his weakneſs, he complained to them, 
not ſo much of the injury done to himlelf,as ro God ( as he 
ſaid ) Theſe denying that it was done by thcir order,lome- 
whatpacified him,only he took away the High Prietthood 
from Matthias, whom he ſuſpected not to be a ſtranger to 
that fat, and made his ſucceflor Fazer, the Brother of his 
Wife Mariamnegthe daughter of Simon the High Prieſt;bur

Herod diſeaſe began now to grow worle : for he was yis fick- 
burned with a {low fire, which was not perceived ſo much neſs en- 
by the outward touch, as by the inward cflefs of it, which «each. 


burnt up his yery bowels : He had allo the diſcaſe called the 
Bulemia, or Dog-like appetite, which provoked him to a 
continual deſire of eating, and'yer nothing would fatisfie 
him : He was allo continually tormented with ulcers in his 
bowels, and pains of the collick: His feet ſwelled wich a 
moiſt phlegm,and histhighs alſo: His members rotted and 
were full of worm*,which occaſioned an intollerable Rink : 
He wasno leſs troubled with a Priapiſme: and moreover 
was vexed with grievous conyullitons, and difficulty of 
breathing, 

And though he was (9 grievouſly rormented, that every one judged rhar 
ne could nor be able ro endure it long, yet he hoped that he ſhould break 
throug it, being very carefull ro ſend for the ableſt Phyſicians, and ſoughe 
medecines from every place: He went alſo beyond Fo 4an to the hot Baths 
2t Call he, which run inco the AÞbaltite lake, which befides the medeci- 
nal verrue,are pleaſznr,and good to be drunk : There being,by the advice 
of his Phyſactans.ſet into a barhing-rub of eil,he ſeemed ro chem to be giving

Antipater perceiving the noite, thouphe verily thar his Father was dead, 
and thereupon begin ro ramper with his Keeper about letting him out, 
promiſing him greac rewards, both for the preſent, and for the furure 
when it would lye1n his power amply io reward him : This his practice 
the Keeper told ro the King, who for indignation cryed,and though he was 


ſo near death, yet did he railc up hinfelf on his Bed, and commanded ore 
Antipater of his Guard to go preſently and kill Ant:pater, and ro bury him in the Ca-- 
ſlain. ſle of Hyrcanion without any honour, which was done accordingly. 
Herods Then did he make a new Teftament : for Antipas, whom beiore he had 
Will. made ſucceſſor to his Kingdom, he made Tetrarch of Galiles, and Petres : 
To his ſon Phil:p he aſſigned the regions of Gaulanith, Tra: hmitis, Bitang a, 
and Pancada in the name of a Tetrarchy, but he gave the Kingdom to his 
Son Archelaw : To his ſiſter Sa!1me he gave Fammia, Azotus, and T baſels, 
with five hundred thouſand Drachmats ; 10 the reit of his Kindred he 
gave money,and vearly Penſions.” To Ca'a! he gave ten Millions of Drach- 
maes of filver, and all his Plate, as well of Gold as of Silver, and a great 
quantity of precious moveahles : and ſo Livia,Cears wile,and ſore cots 
rain friends,he gave five Millions of Dra. bnaes .

His Death death, he dyed himſclf, having enjoyed the Kingdom 34 years alter rhe 
death of Anjigonus: bar from the time that he was declared King by the Ro- 
mans, 37 years, about the 25th of our Novembrr, ig the year of the world 
4001,and after the birth of Chriſt,abour two years.
